THE PRESIOENCT 


W ashington, June 12.— When Wil­ 
liam W. R ucker spoke on the bill pro­ 
viding a m eans for the direct election 
of senators, he closed his speech by 
referring to Speaker Cham p Clark as 
the next President. The storm of ap­ 
plause rose from floor and galleries, 
from both sides of th e house while 
Speaker Clark, red and em barrassed, 
vainly pounded for order. Again and 
again the hubbub rose until the Con­ 
gressm en tired them selves out. 
Rut it is a dull day when some 
m em ber, in th e course of his re­ 
m arks, does not nom inate C lark for 
th e presidency. 


And Clark says nothing: He is saw . 
'^g wood, -working with m ight and 
A a a to m ake good in the speaker­ 
ship. H e says: “The dem ocrats elect­ 
ed me to the most responsible posi­ 
tion they had to give, and my duty 
is here, helping the dem ocratic house 
to m ake good and I am not going to 
neglect my duty in order to go galli­ 
vanting around the country seeking 
another office.” 


C lark has not uttered a word or 
turned over bds hand to b rin g about 
his present prom inence in the presi­ 
dential race. So far as can be learn­ 
ed, he has never broached th e sub­ 
ject to anyone, yet the fact rem ains 
th at he is .leading both W ilson and 
Harm on in m any states, while reports 
from hundreds of sources indicate 
th at he h as some follow ing in every 
nook and corner of the country, the 
resu lt of his being on the firing line 
for thdrty-odd years, fighting his par­ 
ty ’s battles, no m atter who m ight be 
the nominee. 


The W ashington Times states th at 
the dem ocratic m em bers of congress 
are for C lark for a tw o^thirds or 
tfaree-fourth m ajority w ith the re 
maunder divided between H arm on and 
Wilson. C lark is second choice with 
nearly all of these last. That is a 
form idable showing to sta rt with, as 
each m em ber, in alm ost every case, 
controls the selection of the two dele­ 
gates from his own congressional dis­ 
tr ic t 
•In a short tim e the pressure on Mr. 
C lark will become so strong th at he 
will alm ost be forced to allow his 
p artisans to b^gin organizing in his 
behalf, whereupon shrew d politicians 
about the capitol look for the C lark 
boom to literally sweep the coun­ 
try. So far th ere is not even a Clark 
press bureau, but the Clark sentim ent 
grows daily, based on these facts.

-He 
is acceptable to both the Bryan and

acceptable to B ryan ’and H earst his 
clear headed, conservative record as 
Speaker of th e “best acting” con­ 
g ress in recent years has gained him 
th e com plete confidence bf the solid, 
honest, business m en of the coun­ 
try.

congress. C lark's supporter calls a t­ 
tention to the fact* th at he has dem ­ 
onstrated th at lie can work in per- 
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feet accord with his party in con­ 
gress, w hile to select a president w ith 
out experience of this kind would be 
trying again the sam e experience.

STATE D ELL GOES DEEP. 


Temporarily Suspended Pending the 
Arrhal of ii Rotary Drill. 


O klahom a City, July 12.—W ork on 
the state well At Hooker 
has 
been 
suspended by J. H. Chaffee, the con­ 
tractor, until a rotary m achine can 
be installed. The d rills have reached 
a depth of 450 feet, but -the presence 
of quicksand 'has rendered progress 
too slow. The contract calls for 900 
feet. D uring the first 400 feet a few 
strata of clay were encountered, th e 
form ation being sim ilar to the blue 
gumbo found in Southeast Texas. Th* 
rotary m achine will penetrate 
the 
quicksand 
m ore effectively than 
a 
drill point, and Mr. Chaffee does not 
apprehend d tlay in reaching the 500 
and 600-foot levels. 
A fine flow of artesian w ater w as 
obtained a t Hooker, a t 540 feet, but 
the contractors are unable to tell 
w hether success will be th e result in 
Oklahoma. The town of H ooker will 
contract,* it is understood, for con­ 
tinuing the srell beyond the sta te ’s 
contract if w ater is not found. Fine 
flawing artesian w ater is often found 
at a very great depth. The M arlin, 
Tex., wells are 3,350 feet, a t F o rt 
W orth It i3 1,100 feet and at Waco, 1,- 
700 feet.

August I next, and -the honor will go 
to an inventor who has been designat­ 
ed by President Taft. 


Commissioner 
of Patents 
Edward 
Bruce Moore has been looking toward 
for some time to a celebration of pat 
ent No. 1,000,000. It was his hope that 
this distinguished number should go 
to 
some epoch 
making 
invention. 
Several weeks ago 'President Taft re­ 
ceived a letter from an American in 
V- ntor saying he had perfected a de 
vice which he intended to patent, and 
that he would like to have the honor 
of receiving No. 1.000,000. The presi­ 
dent asked the commissioner to com­ 
ply with the request if it were not in­ 
compatible with the regulations of the 
office. 
The commissioner 
re p o rts to the 
president 
that the device was mer­ 
itorious and would 
constitute a val­ 
uable addition to the list of American 
inventions and that patent No. 1,000,- 
000 would *be granted the 
inventor. 
The number 
was placed 
in reserve 
and will be officially recorded on the 
first issue day of August. 
The United States patent office will 
be 122 
years old when 
the cov ted 
number 
is issued. 
The bureau was 
established in 1790 as an adjunct to 
the 
treasury 
departm ent, 
Early in 
1836 there was a fire which destroyed 
not only the 
building of the patent 
office, 
but every record, 
all the im 
portant 
drawings 
and 
papers, and 
every model owned by the goverment. 
Prior to the fire the office had issued 
9,937 patents. 
The destruction of the records com­ 
pelled an entire 
reorganization and 
therefore

of numbering 
was started with No. I again.
